Pride of Deaf Mexicans

We North Americans often forget that we are not the on¬ 
ly "Americans." Our brothers and sisters in Central and South 
America consider themselves Americans, too, and rightfully 
so. "Latino Americanos," in fact, probably outnumber us. 

The key factor in the perception and interaction of deaf 
and hearing people is not deafness, but language, or lack of 
it—or a perceived lack. Language is a symbolic system for 


communicating feelings and ideas. Whether or not a deaf per¬ 
son communicates primarily via oral or sign language, a key 
link between the deaf individual and the society- 
industrialized societies in particular—is the written word. At 
the base of education for the deaf should be the fundamen¬ 
tal goal of language acquisition, bearing in mind that "speech" 
and "language" are not synonymous concepts. Without the 
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true understanding and ability to manipulate language, the 
real handicapping begins. 

Historically, the Mexican educational system has followed 
a course similar to that of the US, only on a different time 
scale. It began in 1866 when a deaf Frenchman, Eduardo 
Huet, arrived in Mexico. Huet was appalled by the lack of 
opportunities for the deaf, so, with the help of some influen¬ 
tial friends, he began a teacher training institute and school 
for the deaf in Mexico City; he served as director and head 
teacher. Upon seeing his good work, and after many 
meetings, then-President of Mexico, Benito Juarez, passed a 
law founding the first national school to train teachers for the 
Latin American deaf. 

Huet was an early advocate of total communication. He 
believed that long before receiving any formal instruction, deaf 
children had their own language, enabling them to com¬ 
municate and comprehend concepts both basic and abstract. 
He felt teachers needed to recognize this and build upon it. 

Until recent decades, all schools for the deaf were strictly 
oral. The training school founded by Huet was long ago phas¬ 
ed out by the government teacher training schools—SEP's 
(Secretary of Public Education) special education branch. It 
is SEP who controls all public schools for the deaf in the 
Republic. In 1983, SEP published the first known Mexican 
Sign Language book: My First Signs. 

The first half of My First Signs discusses methodology and 


philosophy, while the second half diagrams basic signs deal¬ 
ing with foods, family, verbs, etc. The book was distributed 
to administrators of all SEP schools for the deaf; however, 
there was no manner of enforcing the book's use, nor any 
training for teachers on how to use and integrate it into the 
class. In some schools, it may not have been made available 
to all teachers. The book, as yet, is unavailable to the public. 

Apart from the government-run schools, there is a wide 
variety of small private schools for the deaf using methods 
of auditory training, oralism, or some version of total com¬ 
munication. Because LSM (Mexican Sign Language) is not 
written or formally taught, the few teachers who do use sign 
do not know much LSM. They either have their own "school 
sign," or are taught ASL by North Americans or Mexicans 
who studied in the US. 

Administrators and teachers at such private schools feel 
they are doing their best by providing visual access to 
language. They would use Mexican signs, they agree, if only 
they knew them. But to teach Spanish grammar with North 
American signs is to muddle the cultural transmission while 
alienating the deaf from their fellow deaf countrymen. To 
teach vocabulary via initialized signs, of which there are many 
in LSM and ASL, the muddle thickens. I have seen classrooms 
where the teachers chant "amarillo, amarillo" while shaking 
the "y" handshape of our ASL "yellow." The Mexican sign 
for the work amarillo involves the "a" handshape, and would 
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thus facilitate reading, speaking, and spelling skills. The 
tendency to invent "school signs" by adapting ASL to LSM 
also creates confusion. For example, at one school, the sign 
for "agua" (water) was contrived by a teacher making an "a" 
instead of a "w" handshape and using the ASL motion at 
the lips. She did not know that to the Mexican population, 
this is actually the sign for "not yet." 

In rural and poor areas, the nearest school for the deaf may 
be a sort of blanket handicap institution teaching mainly the 
retarded, often run by nuns or charity groups, without anyone 
trained in the field of deafness. At such schools, the deaf may 
also be regarded and treated as retarded. At the other end 
of the spectrum, in Mexico City, for example, there are several 
privately-run, clinic/schools that offer a full range of diagnostic 
and evaluative tests. These schools have on-staff audiologists, 
neurologists, phychologists, speech therapists, and teachers 
who tailor programs to each child's needs. 

Aside from what a particular deaf school may offer, there 
are no technical or vocational schools to train the deaf for 
jobs. Some will attend programs at schools for the hearing 
to become fully certified in skills like drafting or typing. Others 
will pick up skills from their family or friends. In the cities, 
a large proportion of the employed deaf men work in the 
fields of drafting, map-making, and printing, while the women 
generally work as secretaries. Mexico's first and only deaf 


graduate of the National University of Mexico (UNAM) is now 
a practicing dentist. He relied on friends to take notes for him 
and did a lot of hard studying, since there are no federal funds 
to help a deaf person through school. 

The issue of education is a very fundamental, and con¬ 
troversial, one. Ask any deaf Mexican about his educational 
background, and he invariably will tell you that the educa¬ 
tional opportunities are poor and the instructors are untrained. 
Deaf Mexicans will say this regardless of how literate or ver¬ 
bal they may be. From any educator of deaf school ad¬ 
ministrator you will invariably be told that the other schools 
are mainly out for the money, and all other professors care 
about is prestige. Unlike North America, it is not a cultural 
trait to have a free-flowing exchange of information; there are 
no deafness-related newsletters, periodicals, support groups, 
or referral agencies. There are also no organizations such 
as American Society for Deaf Children, RID, or ADARA. As 
one school director explained it: "Things are different here. 
Here it is all very closed. We do not share ideas from one 
school to another. You will be able to visit other deaf schools 
here, because you are an American. But if I myself try to visit 
or obtain information, no school would admit me. I hate to 
say it because it's my own country, but it's true. There is 
much competition. It's not like the USA, where you can write 
a letter of inquiry and they send you information. Here they

will throw your letter out." This pointed lack of dialogue be¬ 
tween schools, government agencies, and the deaf communi¬ 
ty contributes greatly to the lack of cohesive programs and 
support systems. 

An outsider may conclude, as many teachers do, that there 
is no Mexican Sign Language, that everyone has their own 
signs. This is hardly the truth. LSM is a language as national 


and articulate as our own ASL. The only outward clue to 
LSM's existence is visible every morning around 8:30 when 
the nationally-televised Today show broadcasts its five-minute 
news summary for the deaf. Their use of an interpreter is a 
big improvement over our standard American news 
program—too often in the US, a newscaster's face dominates 
the screen while the interpreter is in a tiny circle or box sign- 
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ing and is so small, the signs are a strain to follow. Here, the 
interpreter, Perla Moctezuma, herself deaf, is the newscaster, 
with a voice-over for the hearing audience and film clips of 
the news stories on a screen behind her left shoulder. Six 
years ago, a large group of deaf people petitioned the TV 
station to provide an interpreter, and Perla's had the job ever 
since. She is a visible acknowledgement of the deaf communi¬ 
ty in action. There are over 13 million deaf people in Mex¬ 
ico, and although to a tourist or casual observer they may 
not be much in evidence, they are, in fact, a strong, unified, 
nationally-organized group, with a great deal to say, and a 
lot to offer. 

There are deaf clubs in most of the Mexican cities—Mexico 
City itself has five different clubs. One of the older clubs in 
this city is the ADSM—Asociation Deportivo de Silentes de 
Mexico—which has been in existence for at least 20 years. 
This club organizes and sponsors local, national, and inter¬ 
national teams in a variety of sports, and prepares them for 
the National Games of the Deaf, as well as the international 
Deaf Olympics. They organize teams for volleyball, baseball, 
soccer, basketball, tennis, karate, and swimming, among other 
sports. 

Some Deaf Mexicans Speak Out 

Just a few blocks from the ADSM is one of the newest and 
most promising organizations for the deaf, a group called 
"Condecuresime" (Confederation of Sports, Culture, and 
Recreation of the Deaf of Mexico). Condecuresime has ap¬ 
proximately 250 members; its founder and president Maria 
Rosario de Guillem, is a one-woman,non-stop social reform 
movement. Her office is in the National Confederation of 
Popular Organizations (CNOP) building, which was donated 
by the government. 

"Rosi," as most know her, has a lot of energy and ideas 
to improve the life of Mexico's deaf people—and she acts 
on her ideas. In June of 1983, she organized the first National 
Congress for Evaluation for the Deaf. Leaders of the deaf com¬ 
munity from cities all over Mexico attended, as well as 
representatives from the government and SEP. This was the 
first time so many sectors came together to hear each other's 
views. 

Rosi also helped found the Escuela Especial para Sordos 
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Ma. Rosario de Guillem, "Rosi," at the office of Condecuresime. (A 
portrait of President Miguel de la Madrid is in background.) 


Adultos (Special School for Deaf Adults). There, every even¬ 
ing from 7 to 9 in a nondescript office building's fifth floor 
room, anywhere from 30 to 50 adults of varying ages gather 
to improve their grammar skills. Rosi teaches, with the help 
of her husband Roberto (who is also deaf), a draftsman, and 
Raul Fuentes, a deaf printer. 

Every Wednesday night, instead of classes a general meeting 
of Condecuresime is held to share the latest news, inform 
of developments with government, discuss needs, or plan a 
party. 

Rosi was born deaf in a family of seven children, two of 
whom later became deaf due to illnesses. Rosi attended a 
private oral school in Mexico City where, as she describes it: 

''I was the gold key. I could speak and read lips so well, 

I was always the one they would pull out of class when 
visitors came as an example of how successful a school 
it was. But really it was not. All day, year after year, it was 
always the same thing over and over: oral, oral, oral; again 
and again to get the kids to talk. But I wanted to know 
things, to learn about things, to know more and more. But 
the school was teaching only one thing—to talk. 

So, after my fifth year, I quit the school. My sister was 
a teacher for the deaf in my hometown of Sinaloa. She 
trained me in all she knew and I became a teacher, too. 
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Over the years, I have had the opportunity to see many 
of the problems facing the deaf here. The top priorities 
for reforms for the deaf must be education. Without de¬ 
cent education and access to language, the deaf can not 
get anywhere. We can't get jobs, we can't get training, 
we can't get respect, we have no decent schools for our 
children, no help from our government. 

The deaf, by the time they are adolescents here have 
been virtually abandoned by society, the government, and 
the school systems. And pardon me for saying it, because 
they are my people, but many of our deaf are slow 
because of this. They have internalized feelings of low self- 
worth and low expectations. They are apart from society 
and don't understand the importance of fighting for our 
rights. They just want to know how to get a little money 
to eat a little better. But we need more. 

To my views, there are three major things people must 
have for conditions to improve: respect, reality, and com¬ 
munication. By reality I mean a sense of reality about who 
they are talking with; the reality of deafness." 

She continued: 

"The teachers for the deaf here are poorly trained and 
only concerned with prestige and personal advancement. 
We are asking for a new teacher training school for the 
deaf, like the one in the past founded by Huet; one more 
attuned to the realities of deafness, with input from the 
deaf themselves." 


I have seen drafts of her proposal to begin the school, which 
Rosi has Already presented to the President's wife, Paloma 
de la Madrid, as well as to other government officials. Her 
own school of deaf adults, to meet the needs of more 
students, is opening a "branch campus" which offers day¬ 
time classes. Both teachers and their students are deaf; some 
adult students who have been in the school system for years 
are barely able to read and write. Some are draftsmen, while 
others are unemployed. One is a secretary/typist who does 
not have any idea of what the words she types mean. They 
want a better life. 

Another of Rosi's projects was to set up a support and in¬ 
formation group for parents and families of the deaf. She has 
begun by holding meetings for parents and family of students 
at the night school. She educates them on the historical and 
social scope of education, and encourages them to become 
more politically active in demanding reforms. 

At one early meeting of the parents' group, an adult stu¬ 
dent got up to share her concerns. She signed while Rosi in¬ 
terpreted for the parents: 

"Hearing families often turn the deaf child into a ser¬ 
vant and don't involve them in family matters except to 
tell them to clean or fix this or that. They don't always 
treat us fairly, whether they mean to or not. Like if a deaf 
daughter wants to go out and see friends, they say 'no.' 

If the hearing daughter who is younger asks, they say 'yes.' 
When the deaf child goes to look for a job, the parents 
come too. When it's time for the interview, the boss waves 
the deaf away, and says 'Excuse us now,' and interviews 
the parents!

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Using a Dramatization/Discussion 
Model in Educating Deaf Adults 


Since the Fall of 1981, the Rhode 
Island Rehabilitation Association has 
been providing information workshops 
to the Rl deaf community. Develop¬ 
ment of the initial project was in 
response to the need for greater 
awareness of services and, hopefully, 
greater usage by deaf people of avail¬ 
able resources. The name of the pro¬ 
ject was Information, Please. It encom¬ 
passed other activities in addition to the 
workshops: a needs assessment, publi¬ 
cation of a resource directory, and the 
printing and distribution of a quarterly 
newsletter. But the focus was on 
reaching the maximum number of deaf 
consumers directly, in a way in which 


they could become actively involved. 

We who had worked with the Rl 
deaf community noticed a pattern in 
the way information was disseminated 
to groups. A speaker would be invited 
to appear at an organization meeting 
and familiarize the audience with a 
particular service, e.g. Social Security 
benefits, welfare benefits, etc. The on¬ 
ly accommodation made was a sign 
language interpreter. In the lecture for¬ 
mat, which was completely interpreted, 
the speaker made no changes in his/ 
her usual presentation. Generally this 
was followed by a brief question and 
answer session and distribution of 
literature on the topic. 


The inadequacies of this approach 
include: 

1. A tendency for the speaker to talk 
at an audience rather than to really 
communicate. This is enhanced by 
the use of the interpreter. The 
speaker loses contact with the au¬ 
dience when their eyes are riveted 
on another person. 

2. In the lecture format there is no op¬ 
portunity for feedback until the end. 
The speaker, having already been 
denied eye contact, has no way of 
knowing whether his/her remarks 
are being understood. Members of

attention to the interpreter have no 
time to digest concepts as they are 
being presented. What often hap¬ 
pens as a result is that the questions 
at the end are very sparse and the 
speaker assumes everything is clear, 
which may not be the case. 

3. The audience becomes very weary 
of watching an interpreter for 45 
minutes or an hour and may "tune 
out" much earlier, missing the point 
of the talk. 

4. The speaker leaves knowing as lit¬ 
tle about deaf people as when he/ 
she arrived, and assumes there is no 
further need to present information 
to this group. 

5. The audience, leaving unsatisfied, 
forms a negative attitude toward 
future presentations of this sort. 

The Information , Please project at¬ 
tempted to do something different. The 
first step was to identify a small group 
of deaf leaders. This group was invited 
to a meeting where several topics, 
which they felt were priority areas for 
workshops, were isolated. Subgroups 
of two or three persons were set up 
to work on each presentation. Six 
workshops were scheduled, one each 
month, and preparations for the first 
two began. 

Two consumers worked with the 
main speaker on the "Independent Liv¬ 
ing" workshop. Since the speaker was 


fluent in sign language, no other 
facilitation was needed. The format that 
was decided upon was an overview 
presented by the speaker, and three 
simultaneous discussion groups, two of 
which were led by consumers. These 
consumers were prepared in advance 
by the speaker and had developed 
some degree of expertise on their 
topics, "Housing" and "Advocacy." 
The audience, about seventy people, 
mostly deaf, were very receptive to 
these presentations, and the three hour 
time allocation did not allow for all the 
questions and comments that were ex¬ 
pressed. One problem that emerged 
was the difficulty in participating in all 
three of the small groups. The audience 
disliked choosing among the topics, as 
all the information was felt to be 
necessary. 

The next two workshops were 
''Taxes" and "Social Security Benefits." 
"Social Security" was a bare bones 
presentation, since it was held during 
a snowstorm and only thirteen persons 
attended. The "Taxes" workshop be¬ 
gan with a presentation by an IRS 
speaker and then the audience was in¬ 
vited to prepare their own tax returns 
(short forms), assisted by two con¬ 
sumers who had been prepared for this 
task by the Project Director over sever¬ 
al weeks. The response was again en¬ 
thusiastic. Many people in the au¬ 


dience used the consumers as conduits 
rather than approaching the "expert" 
directly. While it was not possible to 
fully address the long form or special 
situations with this workshop, much of 
the vocabulary and the rules govern¬ 
ing deductions became clearer.* 

It was for the fourth workshop, 
"Legal Services," that a new concept 
emerged. While role play is used com¬ 
monly in the education of hearing as 
well as deaf people, its application with 
large groups of deaf adults was new to 
us. Three separate legal issues were to 
be presented by a lawyer and three 
consumer/participants: Contracts, Small 
Claims and the Criminal Trial. It was 
from the deaf consumers that the idea 
for short plays developed, and with 
very little prompting and almost no 
script, they did a remarkable acting job. 
There was more than a little humor in¬ 
volved and the audience became very 
lively, but with the discussion that 
followed each drama, many serious 
questions were raised. 

For the Criminal Trial, members 
of the audience volunteered to play 
jurors so that the level of participation

was quite high. By the end of the even¬ 
ing it was clear that we had hit upon 
the ideal format. The combination of 
dramatization and discussion seemed 
to be varied enough to discourage 
boredom and invite active participa¬ 
tion. 

In the next two workshops, "Em¬ 
ployment" and "Mental Health," the 
same approach was used. With the 
Mental Health presentation, we felt it 
was particularly appropriate to drama¬ 
tize some true life situations that may 
require counseling. The consumers 
portrayed a family conflict showing two 
possible outcomes, one where in¬ 
tervention is sought at the mental 
health clinic and one where the situa¬ 
tion deteriorates drastically without 
help. Based on audience response, this 
workshop went a long way toward 
clarifying the mental health system and 
dispelling myths. 

With these last three workshops, at¬ 
tendance improved dramatically. There 
was an unmistakable heightening of 
audience participation with the use of 
dramas. Our feedback sheets indicated 
that real learning was taking place. 
Granted, we were dealing with gross 
concepts, but we felt each of these last 
topics could successfully be stretched 
into a series of smaller workshops, each 
dealing with one aspect of the whole. 

Returning to our original objections 
to the traditional ways that information 
is presented to deaf groups, we can 
look at the Dramatization/Discussion 
Model in contrast. 

1. There is no intermediary between 
the presenters and the audience. All 
of the dramas are presented in ASL 
with a sign-to-voice interpreter 
available. The main speaker speaks 
briefly using an interpreter only to 
reinforce and clarify the ideas in the 
drama. 

2. Natural pauses in the presentation 
allow for more immediate feed¬ 
back. Questions can be asked while 
the concepts are fresh in the minds 
of the audience. Any misconcep¬ 
tions that occur can be addressed 
immediately. 

3. Rather than "tuning out" from the 
task of watching an interpreter, the 
audience is energized by the 
dramatizations and becomes very 
involved. 

4. The speaker learns a great deal 
about deaf people because they

have been responsive, asked ques¬ 
tions and talked from their own 
experiences. 

5. The audience leaves satisfied, hav¬ 
ing received new information in an 
entertaining format. 

Since the end of the Information 
Please project, the Rl Rehabilitation 
Association has been able to offer addi¬ 
tional workshops that have dealt with 
the topics of "Fire Prevention," "Ser¬ 
vices for the Elderly" and most recent¬ 
ly, a four hour Health Fair. Dramatiza¬ 
tions continue to be the core of these 
presentations and, as might be expect¬ 
ed, several deaf consumers have emerg¬ 
ed as feature players, and now develop 
their skits autonomously. 

Without the input of deaf people, 
this model would not have been suc¬ 
cessful. It is in the nuances of ASL that 
the "script" comes to life. Furthermore, 
the involvement of the deaf consumers 
in the "leader" or "model" role serves 
to reinforce the strength and self 
esteem of the deaf community as a 
whole. 

We are excited by the prospect of 
the State Chapter of NAD picking up 
the ball at this time and continuing to 
present informational workshops that 
utilize this model. ■

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The California School for the Deaf 
at Fremont competed for the first time 
in the Mission Valley Athletic League 
(MVAL) in wrestling. Previously the 
CSDF Eagles had been wrestling on an 
independent schedule. 

The league is composed of 4A public 
high schools in the general Fremont 
area. The population of these schools 
averages 2,000 students, except CSDF, 
which has about 300 high school 
students. There are eight schools in this 
league. 

Mike Teague, a high school English 
teacher as CSDF, took over as head 
wrestling coach when Dean Swaim, 
"the father of CSD wrestling," stepped 
down because his duties as vocational 
principal were too much for him to 
handle both jobs. 

We agree that CSDF and the entire 
deaf community owe a lot to Dean, 
who established wrestling programs at 
three different schools for the deaf; at 
Wisconsin, West Virginia and Califor¬ 
nia. A Gallaudet College graduate, 
Dean had been a deaf prep wrestling 
coach for more than 25 years, and was 
one of the wrestling coaches of the 
USA team at the World Games for the 
Deaf at Malmo, Sweden, in 1973. He 


was honored at last year's Winter 
Sports banquet for his contribution to 
wrestling at the Northern California 
deaf school. 

Coach Teague, who used to wrestle 
at Bishop Amat High School in La 
Puente, CA, and California State 
University at Northridge, said com¬ 
petition in the MVAL is difficult, but he 
said: "In a lesser league, when com¬ 
peting against teams of our own size, 
we faced little competition. This pro¬ 
mpted us to move to the 4A Mission 
Valley Athletic League." 

Yet the Eagles had a fine season as 
evidenced by their 3-4 league record 
and their victory over CSD-Riverside; 
this was accomplished without one of 
their top wrestlers, Gary Lee, who was 
sick. CSDF defeated Washington, Irv¬ 
ington and Mission San Jose high 
schools in the league competition, and 
was 8-9 overall. 

The CSD-Fremont received pins from 
Robert Garcia and Rick Jordan late in 



the match to gain a 30-24 wrestling vic¬ 
tory over rival CSD-Riverside. Trailing 
19-18, CSD-Fremont rallied as Garcia 
pinned his opponent in only 13 
seconds of the 177-pound bout. 
Freshman wrestler Jordan was the 
unlikely hero as he pinned his oppo¬ 
nent in the first period of the 
194-pound match. This was Jordan's 
first legitimate win of the season, as four 
other wins came on forfeits. Jordan 
needed only 1:03 to gain his pin. The 
victory stopped a four year winning 
streak by the Cubs of Riverside. A 
capacity crowd filled the CSDR gym to 
watch this contest of the two sister 
schools. 

Also during the trip to Southern 
California, CSDF won the 15-team Col¬ 
ton High invitational tournament. Gar¬ 
cia, who then had a 21-1 record, nabb¬ 
ed the 193-pound division, while his 
three teammates were second-place 
finishers. 

Garcia is only a sophomore, but he 
led the Eagles with a sparkling 30-4 
record, the best in the MVAL. He was 
a three-sport athlete at Watsonville 
High before transferring to CSDF 
because it offered a better deaf pro¬ 
gram. When he first came to CSDF he

seemed to be ahead of the other kids 
as he had a lot of natural ability and 
was very mature physically. 

Garcia ran a 10.8 100 meters, was 
a starting tailback and had a 8-8 record 
as a varsity wrestler at Watsonville, all 
as a freshman. 

His wrestling career quickly blos¬ 
somed last winter at CSDF. His first loss 
was at the Salinas Invitational Tourna¬ 
ment; he led his opponent 7-0 before 
tiring, and losing 9-7. He said his nose 
was stuffed and he couldn't breathe. 
The other loss was to American High's 
Ian Little, who atoned for a loss to Gar¬ 
cia with a 6-2 triumph, in the non¬ 
scoring Mission Valley Athletic League 
wrestling finals. The tourney served as 
a qualifier for the North Coast Section 
tournament at Sonoma State 
University. 

The first Garcia-Little match in the 
league competition was a wide-open 
affair with Garcia winning 12-8. But the 
rematch was strictly a defensive duel. 
The only point of the first two periods 
came when Little was penalized for 
carrying Garcia out of bounds. But the 
American senior opened the third

period with an escape and all but clin¬ 
ched the encounter with a three-point 
near fall 13 seconds later. 

Named Prep of the Week by the 
Argus newspaper, Garcia carried his 
impressive 28-2 record and a second 
place finish in the MVAL tournament 
to the NCS meet. He won two and lost 
two and placed fifth in this tournament. 

"The thing about Robert is that he'll 
learn two or three new moves and 
then go out and make it look like he's 
been using them for 10 years," Teague 
said. 

Several other CSDF wrestlers enjoyed 
outstanding seasons. Gary Lee, Danny 


Dockery, Jesse Santos, Donnell Cunn¬ 
ingham and Cal Peterson combined for 
69 victories to help pace a solid Eagles 
attack. Denny Voreck, Randy Stevens 
and Duane Stewart helped nail down 
CSDF victories with key wins. 

Coach Mike Teague summed up the 
Eagles' wrestling season in these words: 
"I saw a transformation occur during 
the course of the season; it was pleas¬ 
ing to witness. I saw boys becoming 
men, and winners becoming true 
champions of character and dignity." 

And Teague was fortunate to have a 
fine assistant in Dave Hagenbach, who 
was an outstanding prep wrestler at Ir-

vington High in Fremont. Mr. Hagen- 
bach is a high school boys cottage 
counselor at CSDF. 

Todd Ashworth captured his third 
straight title to lead the Iowa 
School for the Deaf to an unprecedent¬ 
ed sixth consecutive championship at 
the Midwest Deaf wrestling tournament 
held at Indianapolis, Ind. The Bobcats 
of Coach Dick Pike have won the team 
title each year the tournament has 
been held. 

The Bobcats amassed 194 points to 
claim the championship. Host Indiana 
was second with 148 points, Kansas 
third with 941/2, trailed by Wisconsin 


(90), Western Pennsylvania (72), Min¬ 
nesota (53) and Michigan (15). 

Senior Rick Hancock of Indiana was 
the MVP of the Midwest Deaf meet, as 
he pinned all three opponents to win 
his fourth straight crown. Rick captured 
his first title at the 119 lb. class; the 
next three came at the 126lb.category. 
And he was the first individual to 
become a four-time champion in the 
Midwest Deaf tourney. He finished his 
career with 60-11. 

Besides Ashworth and Hancock, 
three other grapplers also defended 
their Midwest Deaf tourney titles; they

drew Metz of Indiana, and Larry 
Gilliland of Kansas. Metz also won all 
three bouts by pins, had a 21-2 record 
as a senior, with a 50-9 overall mark 
in just 2Vi years, including two straight 
sectional titles. 

Illinois did not participate in the 
Midwest Deaf meet, but it did have 
three wrestlers who had sparkling 
records on the year, in a pair of juniors, 
Charles Hammock and Greg Lowry, 
and senior Ron Farlin. Hammock and 
Lowry were the two other deaf 
prepsters who had won more than 30 
matches. Hammock, who was 37-2, on 
the year, had a very good season, and 
placed second in the state at a very 
tough weight. Lowry, 31-2 for the 
season, took four tournaments, in¬ 
cluding the Regional, and was runner- 
up in the Sectional to a boy who 
placed second in the State. If Lowry 
had been in any other bracket at the 
State, his coach Greg Reif felt he could 
have placed in the top four. Farlin had 
some real good years. He was one of 
the state's strongest 138-pounders, and 
did a fine job. He had a four-year 
career 78-21 slate when he finished his 
senior year with a 26-7 mark. Both 
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Hammock and Farlin were Midwest 
Deaf champions the past two years.

Despite claiming only one individual 
titlist, Model Secondary School for the 
Deaf's youthful wrestling team edged 
Maryland School for the Deaf, which 
had three champions, by six points for 
the Mason-Dixon Deaf/Blind tourna¬ 
ment championship held at Spartan¬ 
burg, South Carolina. Model had 1621/2 
points to Maryland's 1561/2. 

However, Maryland proved its first 
Eastern Deaf wrestling title last year 
wasn't a fluke, as the Frederick-based 
school defended its championship at 
West Hartford, Conn., by edging 
Model by 7Vi points. Maryland beat 


Model, 173/2-166, to take the ninth an¬ 
nual ESDAA tournament. 

After these two Eastern deaf prep 


school teams, finished 1-2 in the M-D 
meet, Alabama Blind took third place 
with 143 points, Florida (125) fourth, 
and Virginia (103) fifth. South Carolina 
notched the sixth slot with 70/2 points. 
North Carolina (53) finished seventh, 
and Florida Blind took last place with 
22 points. 

Pennsylvania was third in the Eastern 
meet with 102/2 points, while Marie H. 
Katzenbach (New Jersey) finished 
fourth with 85. New York (74/2), 
American (73/2), Lexington (44) and 
West Virginia (18) were the other teams 
that participated in the tournament.

When a coach of any sport can't 
have a team dominated by seniors with 
vast amounts of experience, the next 
best thing is to have one with a balance 
of experience and youth. 

Model's coach Marty Willigan had 
the latter. "It was an interesting squad," 
said Willigan who ended his fifth year 
at the Eagles' helm. "It was a nice 
blend of experience and youth . . " No 
wonder about this as the Washington, 
DC school had a fine 11-7 dual meet 
slate, and also took another tourna¬ 
ment when the Eagles won four of 
seven finals to capture the St. Anselm's 
tournament. 

Sophomore Bobby Reimer, a transfer 
from Pennsylvania School for the Deaf, 
picked up Model's lone title at 119 
pounds at the Mason-Dixon Deaf/Blind 
meet. He recorded a 26-7 mark on the 
year. That slate gave this youthful grap- 
pler a two-year record of 47-10. 

Maryland claimed the Eastern Deaf 
top spot on the power of five individual 
champions, and one runnerup. In ad¬ 
dition, the Orioles claimed three third 
place finishes and one fourth placer, 
meaning ten of 12 wrestlers it had in 
the tournament placed. 

Going into the championship bouts, 
Maryland only led Model by one point. 
But then the Orioles won five matches 
in the championship bouts while the 
Eagles won four. "That was the dif¬ 
ference," MSD dedicated coach Jim 
Schartner said. "It was a really close 
tournament all the way through the 
finals. The most anyone led during the 
meet, up until the finals, was four 
points. It was just an exciting tourna¬ 
ment all the way through and it feels 
good to win it for the second straight 
year." 

MSD, for the second straight year, 
hosted the 2nd annual Frederick Coun¬ 


ty Wrestling Championships. The Fred¬ 
erick High School Cadets were trailing 
the MSD Orioles by nine points going 
into the 148-pound weight class, and 
needed help going into the heavier 
weight matches of the finals to win the 
title and the Cadets got it. Frederick 
edged the Orioles, 1741/2-173. 
Although disappointed, the MSD team 
was very proud of their wrestling per¬ 
formance, as it was one of the best ever 
in Benson Gym. And MSD's Chris Von 
Garrel was voted co-MVP of this meet. 

Chris von Garrell and Mike Maggio 
concluded their brilliant high school 


wrestling careers at MSD. They were 
outstanding because of their willingness 
to work hard and their dedication to 
the sport of wrestling. 

Chris, at the age of fifteen attended 
the 1980 WGD Wrestling Tryouts plac¬ 
ing fifth at 105.5 lbs. As a freshman he 
placed second in the ESDAA wrestling 
meet at 108 lbs. Starting as a 
sophomore, Chris won the first of three 
ESDAA individual crowns, 115 lbs in 
1982, and 129 lbs both in 1983 and 
1984. Additionally, Chris was voted the 
1984 ESDAA Most Valuable Wrestler. 
Two weeks later, Chris won the 136 
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lbs. individual championship at the 
Frederick County meet. Chris con¬ 
tinued his impressive senior year by 
placing second at 130 lbs at the 
prestigous St. Albans Tournament in 
Washington, DC. He concluded the 
year with a 10th place finish in the Na¬ 
tional Prep School Tournament at 
Lehigh University. He became MSD's 
leading all-time scorer and takeover 
leader, and concluded his career with 
a 50-16-0 slate. 

Mike had an outstanding cumulative 
record in high school. He was MSD's 
all-time pinning leader. He was the on¬ 
ly deaf prepster to have won individual 
titles at all three regional deaf tour¬ 
naments, and also was the only one 
who was four-time ESDAA champion 
(1981-84). He was Midwest titlist in 
1982 and was two-time Mason-Dixon 
winner in 1983 and 1984. Mike 
finished his high school career at 
50-5-2.

Please note that Eric Wods (he's on¬ 
ly a freshman), Mike Maggio and Barry 
Reimer were champions of both 
Eastern and Mason-Dixon meets. 

Henry Balthazar was voted the Most 
Valuable Wrestler of the Mason-Dixon 
tournament, and he was one of five 
grapplers who repeated as M-D cham¬ 
pions. The four others were Carlos 
Ramirez, Mike Maggio, Darren Hackett 
and Richard Belcher. And six wrestlers 
successfully defended their Eastern 
crowns and they were Bobby Reimer, 
Dennis Gladhill, Chris von Garrel, Mike 
Maggio, Mike Beebe and Joe Luizza. 

After winning 14 straight matches, 
Mike Beebe, the New Jersey Colt 
senior, unfortunately lost by default in 
the Mercer County tourney when he 
accidently injured his opponent. He 
went on to place third however. He 
had a career 57-5-1 slate.

The Florida Dragons of coach 
Roland Stetson had another outstand¬ 
ing year, winning 11 and losing only 
2 in dual meets, an overall record of 
36-6 the last three years. They also 
placed second in the prestigious Jack¬ 
sonville, Episcopal Invitational tourna¬ 
ment. It was the unofficial state meet 
for 1A and 2AA schools and the Drag¬ 
ons placed well to be the runnerup of 
the elite tourney. 

The St. Augustine-based school, by 
the way, had three super deaf wrestlers 
in Tomas Roque De Escobar, Richard 
Belcher and Carlos Ramirez, all placed 
first in the Jacksonville Episcopal. De 
Escobar had a fantastic year with a 24-4 
record. He placed first in the M-D tour¬ 
ney beating out the favorite Dennis 
Gladhill from Maryland in the finals, 
9-5. He also placed first in the District 


and was runnerup in the Regional to 
the State runnerup. He qualified for the 
State for his second year in a row. 
Belcher also had a super season going 
unbeaten until the Regional where he 
lost to the state champion, 4-1, in the 
semifinals. His opponent said Belcher 
gave him a fight for his life in that 
match. Belcher, by the way, placed 
third in the Regional making his return 
trip to the elite State tournament. He 
finished with 19 pins missing tying the 
school record by one pin. Ramirez had 
a good year. He holds the school mark 
with 20 pins, and finished his last year 
as a Dragon wrestler at 21-6. He placed 
second in the District where his oppo¬ 
nent went on to be the State runnerup. 

This will be the last year for likeable 
Harold Koch as head wrestling coach 
at Pennsylvania School for the Deaf as 
the school is moving and deleting the 
older children from its program. He is 
going to miss it, as he had some ter¬ 
rific teams at PSD. He guided the Pan¬ 
thers to five consecutive ESDAA wrestl¬ 
ing championships from 1976 to 1980. 
His record from 1976 to 1984 was 95 
wins and 19 losses. Model now has 
four boys, including Bobby Reimer, on 
the team that used to wrestle for Koch. 
"I really don't know what to do next 
year, as of yet," Koch wrote us. "It is 
very sad to see PSD closing up. I real¬ 
ly have my heart in this school and its 
beautiful buildings and campus. I will 
let you know where I will be next year, 
just as soon as I find out myself. I want 
to thank you for what you did for us. 
You are a great man and helped the 
deaf athletes tremendously and the 
USA teams in the World Games for the 
Deaf. Take care and may God bless 
you." 

And another deaf mentor, Chuck 
Theel, will be hanging up his coaching 
shoes after ten years of coaching wrestl¬ 
ing at Kansas School for the Deaf. In¬ 
cidentally, this was his best year as 
head coach as eight of nine senior 
grapplers managed a total of 111 wins 
and 84 losses this year before hanging 
up their wrestling shoes. Theel was 
really proud of Calvin Haefner, John 
Guzan and Larry Gilliland, who placed 
first in the Midwest deaf tourney.
